The above Government reference pertains to in all four 
workmen : The Industrial Dispute was raised on their behalf 
by the Union The dispute is regarding the superannuation or

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before attaining the age..of superannuation . All these four 
workmen were working in the printing press of party.No. 11. 


Now , it is on record that even though the dispute was 
raised on behalf of four workmen , now the dispute subsists 
regarding only one workman namely Satiro Afonso who 
worked as a Proof Reader and whose services were termi 
nated w . e , f . 12-1-1983 . About the other three workmen 
Felix Athaide was of the age 62 at the time of his retirement 
on 31-1-1982, Anthony Vaz was also 62 years old when he 
was retired on 15-6-1982. As the union had claimed that 
the correct age of retirement was 60 , the matter of these 
two workmen is out of question . The fourth workman Anthao 
Vaz occupies the quarters of the press and as such he has 
evinced no interest in this industrial dispute . Thus, by process 
of elimination the case of only one workman namely Satiro 
Afonso alone survives for consideration . 


The above clause is very clear and unambiguous this 
settfernent is signed not only by the workmens witness 
Romulo Nunes but by Vaz also . Hence there is no question 
of any victimization of the workmen simply because he had 
takén part in the Union activities. The workman had com 
pleted the service of 36 years and this fact has to be taken 
in the consideration alongwith the age of 58 years to consider 
the compentence of the workman Satiro Afonso as a Proof 
Reader . The facts are so clear that I do not wish to go 
through the other submissions made before me at the bar, 
and the case law cited before me.

It has to be noted pertainently that 
the union even accepted the position that the workmen were 
superannuated at 58 éven before the settlement and they 
were properly retired .

In view of this position , a basic objection was taken to 
the tenability of the reference by the management on the 
ground that the union was competent to raise a dispute 
on behalf of a group of workmen and such dispute only is 
termed as an industrial dispute .

While considering the facts brought out on record it is 
seen that his date of birth is 12-1-1925 . He had worked in the 
press as a proof reader for 36 years and his services were 
terminated w.e. f . 12-1-1983. These facts are self - eloquent. 
Admittedly , he had completed the age of 58 years and in 
normal circumstances he would be due to retire after the 
completion of the age of 58. Hence the main question is 
whether he can claim continuance in the service till the age 
of 60 years and whether the termination of the service after 
completing 58 years amounts to retrenchment within the 
meaning of Section 25F of I. D. A. 1947. In this regard it 
is claimed on behalf of the workmen that there are no 
standing orders about superannuation or the age of retire 
ment and in Goa people are retired at the end of 60 years. 
It is also cited that some workmen were allowed to work till 
the age of 62 or 63 as in the case of the other two workmen . 
The question is whether the case of the other two workmen 
can be taken as an analogy so far as the case Satiro Afonso 
goes . While contraverting this position it is claimed on behalf 

of the management that the workmen is governed by the 
::settlement dated 30-3-1983 wherein the union has accepted 

the age of retirement as 58. Citing a similar example it is 
claimed by the management that the witness for party - I 
"by name Anthony Vaz was retired at the age of 58 and he 
accepted the legal dues and retired from service. The settle 
ment is also signed by the witness Romulo Nunes who is 
examined on behalf of the workmen . The settlement is at 
Exb. 13 and I shall first go through the settlement to under 
stand the correct position .

The copy of the settlement Exb . W - 13 shows that the 
same was arrived at between the union of the workmen and 
the management and it was a settlement U / S 2 ( 1 ) read with 
Section 18 ( 1 ) of the Industrial Dispute Act, 1947. The pream 
ble of the settlement shows that the workmen had issued 
a strike notice and the strike actually started on 19-1-1983 . 
Before the starting of the strike, the management had gran 
ted some demands such as paid holidays and previleged 
leave . There was a question regarding the age of retirement 
and the preambie states that " On the age of superannuation 
issue it was pointed to the workmen that the workmen 
superannuated in January , 1983 had reached 58 years, and 
even other workmen were earlier superannuated at 58 " :

On that day , 
his salaries for about 4 months from December, 1986 were 
in arrears .

It appears that the Opponent had opened a 
branch at Panaji whose office was situated at a building , 
at $ t .

which had risen to Rs: 600 /-p.m . in December 1986. It 
appears that the dispute started when the workman was 
transferred to Bangalore which order was resented to by 
the workman . It appears that the Panaji unit is now closed 
and the employer staying at Bangalore did not appear 
personally but one Advocate by name G. Sharma appeared 
on 11-5-1989 and took time to file . the Written statement. 
The Advocate too did not appear and the matter is being 
heard ex - parte and the statement of the workman is recorded 
today which is at Exb . 2 .
